They  are  from  a 
paper  read  yesterday  by  Prof.  Cooke  before  the 
11  iddlescx  County  Farmers  Club,  at  New  Brpns- 
k  There  arc,  the  Professor  says,  3(^000 
farmers  in  New  Jersey:  there  are  SO.tSS  farm*, 
TV. 1**1  horses,  «3, 607  farm  lalwrers,  and  $265,000, 
«*)  capital  stock,  which  produces  annually  flfi, 
Kx'  iriu  There  are  ASM  rouuu factories, 

,V>.UUU  i:orse  powers,  aud  75,000  operatives, 
with  tcQ, U0UJAW  capita!,  prod.cfi  U-C0. 

which  shows  that  the  products  of  ogri- 
1  uiture  are  oeiy  about  20  per  «CL  of  capi¬ 
tal  and  tabor,  while  tbe  produce  of  tbe  u*anu 
factories  amount  to  about  ikjO  per  cent,  more 
than  that  produced  by  agriculture.  tThile  the 
number  of  employees  Is  nearly  the  same  in  both, 
tbe  profits  at  the  farmers  are  divided  among 
more  than  90,000  persons,  while  the  manufac¬ 
turers’  profits  are  divided  among  6.600;  that  is, 
among  about  one- fifth  the  number  (ai  persons, 
which  give  twenty  times  as  much  for  the  manu¬ 
facturer  as  for  the  farmer.  For  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  farms  and  the  increase  of  crops  more 
than  $500,000  worth  of  purchased  fertilizers  are 
used  In  New  Jersey  every  year.  The  hay  crop 
amounts  to  more  than  500,000  tons  a  year,  of 
which,  pertltps,'  o'ne  quarter  is  clover.  This  is 
worth  for  feed  more  than  $1,000,000,  but  its 
value  as  a  fertilizer  and  renovator  of  the  soil  is 
still  greater,  and  Is  lndI8pcnsabte  to  every  far¬ 
mer.  New  Jersey  Is  the  largest  cranberry  grow¬ 
ing  St*te  la  the  Union.  Th©  crop  last  yeai*  was 
75,000  buahels,  and  would  be  still  larger  were  it 
not  for  disaasee  and  Insect*  that  are  at  present 
unmanageable.  With  properly  devised  experi¬ 
ments  it  is  thooght  these  enemies  might  be 
overcome,  sod  a  crop  that  can  be  grown  on 
5,000  acres  worth  $2,000,000  is  certainly  worth
